Grinding Calender Rolls. 





A new process for grinding or tru- 
ing rolls to be used for calendering paper 
or other purposes dispenses with the use of 
grinding wheels and costly machinery. It 
is adapted to finishing new rolls and truing 
old ones which have become worn or 
bruised and it can be applied to a set of 
new or old rolls mounted in the machine to 
which they belong or to one or more rolls 
removed from the machine. 

Illustrations are given of the application 
of this process, Figure 1 being an elevation 
of a set of calender rolls, Fig. 2 an elevation 
of a similar set of rolls provided with de- 
vices for giving an axial reciprocating move- 
ment to certain rolls, Fig. 3an end elevation 
partly in section of a machine similar to 
that shown in Fig. 2 and provided with dis- 
tributing rollers ; Fig. 4 an elevation of a 
frame provided with a set of rollers for dis- 
tributing a grinding mixture upon the sur- 
face of a set of rolls. 

The process consists in placing one or 
more calender rolls or other cylindrical ob- 
jects in contact with a curved ora plane 
surface, applying an abrasive or grinding 
substance to their surfaces, and then roll- 
ing them in contact with each other. The 
truing operation is greatly facilitated by 
giving one or more of the rolls an axial re- 
ciprocating motion at the same time that 
the rolling is taking place. 
more rolls are reciprocated the motion 
should be alternated, so that any two ad- 
jacent rolls will move in opposite directions. 
The combination of endwise and rolling 
motions causes the surfaces to react upon 
each other, and the presence of the abrasive 
or grinding substance between them speed-

ily reduces all inequalities and brings the 
roll or rolls to a true cylindrical surface. 

The abrasive or grinding substance may 
be any of the known materials or compounds 
used for that purpose. A mixture of emery 
powder and oil is preferred. It can be ap- 
plied to the rolls in any convenient manner, 
as, for instance, by a swab or brush in the 
hands of an attendant or by a set of dis- 
tributing rollers similar to the inking rollers 
The distributing 
rollers may be given an axial reciprocating 
motion, if desired, and may be composed 
of a material adapted to assist in the grind- 
ing action, though this is not necessary. 

In some machines, such as calendering 
machines, the rolls normally rest upon each 
other. Such a machine is shown in Fig. 1, 
in which the frame A supports a set of rolls, 
B B’ B*, &c., suitably journaled in boxes C, 
which are free to slide vertically in the 
frame A. In such a machine as this it is 
only necessary to apply the abrasive sub- 
stance to the rolls and start the machine 
in order to cause the rolls to true them- 
selves. 

In some cases special temporary attach- 
ments may be provided to cause the rolls to 
reciprocate axially at the same time that 
they are rotating in their bearings in rolling 
contact with each other. An arrangement 
for this purpose is shown in Fig. 2, in which 
the journals of astack of rolls are extended 
beyond their bearings at each end. The 
necks 4 of the rolls B’ B* B® B' are 
shorter than the necks of the other rolls, 
so that the rolls,named can have an axial 
reciprocating movement in their bearings, 
while the remaining rolls have no such mo- 
tion.

In order to produce the axial reciproca- 
tion of the rolls 3B’ B* B® B' their journals 
are fitted at one end with grooved wheels 
D set obliquely to the axis of the rolls. On 
the extended journal of the roll B? is fixed 
a wheel, D’, having a projecting flange, 
which engages with the groove in the wheels 
D on the rolls B’ and B*. A similar wheel 
D’ on the journal of the roll B* engages 
with the wheels D on the rolls B® and B', 
The extended journals at the other ends of 
the rolls are-all provided with gear wheels 


E, meshing with each other, so that all of 
the rolls are positively driven at the same 
rate of peripheral speed. The gear wheels 
have sufficiently broad faces to insure their

When power is communicated to the stack 
the rolls B’ B* BS B’ will be given an axial 
reciprocation as well as a rotary motion, 
which tends to spread the grinding mixture 
evenly on their surfaces. The abrasive sub- 
stance may be applied by hand or by a spe- 
cial device.

calendering or other rolling machine, a spe- 
cial framework, A’, Fig. 4, may be provided, 
adapted to receive the rolls in the same rela- 
tive arrangement they occupy when at work 
and furnished with appliances for rotating 
and reciprocating the rolls and feeding them 
with the abrasive substance, preferably by 
means of distributing rollers, F, as shown. 
In other cases it may be convenient to ar- 
range the rolls around the circumference of 
a drum, by which they can all be rotated 
by rolling contact and properly supplied 
with an abrasive mixture. In this arrange- 
ment some, or all, or none of them may be 
in contact with each other. 

The process can also be carried out by 
placing the rolls side by side, in contact or 
not, as desired, on a horizontal or inclined 
plane surface, and then rolling them back 
and forth on said surface. Axial reciproca- 
tion may be given them, if desired, and the 
abrasive substance can be supplied to them

The backwoodsman often brags that 
if he has a hand saw and a narrow axe he 
has tools enough to construct almost any- 
thing on the farm, even to an ox sled. The 
statement may be true enough so far as the 
sled is concerned, but I venture to say that 
the sled thus built would be so homely that 
it would be impossible to get the oxen at- 
tached unless they were backed up to it. 
Some millwrights apparently work upon the 
same principle, and the more homely a 
thing can be made the better work it 
will do. 

A full knowledge of the tools in his pos- 
session will help the millwright wonder- 
fully, and the better understanding he has 
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the quality of work turned out by him. 
addition to this the millwright who appre- 
ciates the value of good tools will never 
purchase an inferior one. He would rather 
have a few tools, and those of the best, 
than a large assortment of doubtful or 
passable implements. 

The ordinary steel square, the most com- 
mon and indispensable tool, is perhaps one 
of the least understood of any in the mill- 
wright’s possession. There are four kinds 
of squares constructed: the bridge build- 
er’s square, with 24 inch blade, 24g inches 
wide and half an inch slot, 21 inches long in 
the centre, this square being fitted with 18 
inch tongue, 1% inch 
chinist’s square, with a 6inch blade and 4 
inch tongue ; the carpenter’s square, with

24 inch blade and 16 inch tongue, while the 
millwright’s square has a 24 inch blade, 2 
inches wide, and an 18 inch tongue, 14g 
inch wide. 

There are various marks upon the square; 
a scale of the equal parts for reading from 
drawings, a diagonal scale for measuring 
braces, a table or board measure and a 
diagonal scale for measuring small fractions 
of an inch, and on some tools a scale of 
chords and tangents and sides of an octa- 
gon are given. It is not my intention to 
treat of these marks, only to tell of the 
everyday uses of the steel square which 
are neglected by the users. 

If a man desires to describe a 6 inch circle 
and has no tools at hand, it becomes a ques- 
tion of monkeying with a piece of string 
and a pencil or aclumsy attempt at driv. 
ing two nails exactly 3 inches apart through 
a piece of thin board, the trammel thus im- 
provised having drawn the required circle. 
All this is avoided by the use of the square 
as a pair of compasses or dividers. 


Drive two wire nails exactly 6 inches 
apart into a board on which the circle is to 
be described. Let the nails above men. 
tioned represent the diameter of the circle ; 
they must be exactly 6 inches apart, meas- 
ured from the outside ofthe nails. Lay a 
square outside of these nails so that the 
blade will rest upon one and the tongue 
of the square touch the other nail. 
Place a lead pencil in the corner of the 
square where the blade and*tongue join. 
Revolve the square entirely around the 
nails, the corner holding the pencil ap- 
proaching, in turn, first one, then the other 
nail. After the square has passed entirely 
around the nails a perfect circle will be 
found described upon the board into which 
the nails are driven.

The points where the two diam- 
eters intersect will be the centre 
of the circle. 

If a millwright wishes to take 
two branch pipes from a main of 
unknown diameter, and the main 
pipe is to be of exactly the same 
capacity of both the smaller pipes, 
he can solve the problem very 
easily with a steel square. If one 
pipe is 3 inches in diameter and 
the other pipe 5 inches, the main 
pipe, to have the same capacity, 
equaling the sum of the other two, 
must be 5 13-16 inches in diame- 
ter. To solve this problem with 
a square, take the diameter of the 
one pipe on the blade, the diameter 
of the other pipe on the tongue.

If a stringer is to have 10 feet run and 8 
feet rise, it is comparatively easy to lay the 
square upon a piece of board so that the | 
figures 8 and 10 touch the edge. Draw a 
line on the side of the square upon and 


through the 8 inch measurements so taken, 


then draw the square back, keeping it ex- 
actly upon this line until the figure 6 comes 
even with the edge of the board. The 
other side of the square will now mark a 
little less than 8 inches, and the lines can 
be drawn on this side also, and the piece 
of board, being a little than 8x6 
inches, may be carefully cut out and 
used as a pattern for laying out the stair 
stringers. 

A strip of board nailed upon the diagonal 
edge of this pattern will enable it to be 
placed upon the edge of the stair stringer 
and marks made on each side of the pattern 
for sawing rises and tread respectively ; 
as each step is to be 6 inches high and the 
elevation is 8 feet, there will be twice as 
many steps as the elevation is feet high ; 
therefore the flight of stairs will have six- 
teen steps. Mark off sixteen lengths of the 
pattern on the edge of the stringer sawn off 
from the bottom of the lower step, an 
amount equal to the thickness of the board 
placed upon the stringer. From the back 
side of the top step cut a piece equal to the 
thickness of the rises and the stringer will 
be finished. 

The same method can be employed in 
cutting a rafter. If a house 40 feet wide is 
to have a rise of 27 feet, the rafter will 
represent the hypothenuse of a right angle 
triangle having 20 feet base and 131¢ feet 
perpendicular. The cuts for the foot and 
top of the rafter may be obtained by taking 
20 inches on the blade and 134 on the 
tongue of the square, and applying these 
points to the edge of the rafter and mark- 
ing along the blade of the square for the 
foot of the rafter and along the tongue for 
the top. 

Next draw the blade of the square along 
upon the mark made beside it and in pre- 
cisely the same manner described for cut- 
ting stair stringers, until the 12 inch mark 
comes even with the edge of the rafter. 
Mark the rafter at the point where the 
tongue comes even with the edge, then 
move the square along so that 12 on the 
blade comes to the mark thus made beside 
the tongue. Repeat this movement twenty 
times (one-half number of feet in the width 
of the building), and the twentieth mark 
made by the tongue of the square will rep- 
resent the length of the rafter and the cut 
by which it is to be sawn on.

For easy work it pays to prepare two 
thin strips of wood and screw them to- 
gether and adjust them to the square to 
represent the diagonal of any measure- 
ment on the blade and tongue which may 
be used. When strips of this kind are 
used it is much easier to adjust the square 
in making the twenty measurements above 
mentioned.

In figuring the size of pulleys it is some- 
times necessary to decrease or increase the 
speed of a shaft a few revolutions. To 
get just the size of the pulleys necessary 
for this increased reduction of speed re- 
quires close calculation when figures are 
used, but a square will do it offhand and 
correctly every time. 

For instance, it has been figured out that 
a pulley 20 inches in diameter on a certain 
shaft will give a speed of thirteen revolutions 
per second.

The only disturbing feature to note 
this week is the financial situation, which 
is somewhat unsettled owing to the late 
embarrassment of Baring Brothers & Co., 
the London banking house. 

While the worst seems to be admitted to 
have already developed there is still a feel- 
ing of uncertainty among bankers and 
business men in general, and because of 
this uncertainty business men are forced to 
be cautious. 

Money is in consequence not to be had as 
easily as heretofore, and the want of money 
will for the time check commercial move- 
ments. 

So far as can be learned, the present in- 
disposition on the part of banks to loan 
money freely has not caused any direct in- 
jury tothe local paper trade or to those en- 
gaged in this business. 

Collections are reported from some quar- 
ters to be very slow and others claim that 
they are only fair.

way of extra demand or special activity, 
only a moderate call for paper stock to meet 
hand to mouth demands is expected for the 
coming six months. 

Imports continue to run light, only 2,099 
bales of paper stock being received the 
past seven days. 

Receipts of chemicals for the week to date 
include 1,675 casks of bleaching powders, 
1,000 drums of caustic soda, 715 casks and 
2,550 bags of soda ash, 75 casks of alkali 
and 532 barrels of soda crystals. 

Since reports of last week the chemical 
market has been a little disturbed because 
of the absence of spot supplies, owing to 
the non-arrival of foreign steamers on time. 
So scarce was bleaching powders that a 
small lot of a few casks sold as high as 
21¢c. Bleaching powders to-day command 
1.80@1%c., with lots nearby to arrive at 
134@1.80c., but nothing is to be had in 
future delivery under 1.70c. Caustic soda 
is unchanged at 3.071¢(@3.10c. for spot lots 
and to arrive. Soda ash is very firm at 14g 
@1.55c., some brands being quoted as high 
as 1.65@1.70c. Alkali is quoted at 1¥c., 
and very firm, with advancing tendencies. 
Soda crystals are moving quietly at 1.05@ 
1.10c.

Hortvoxe, Mass., November 20. 1880 

Business conditions have undergone 
very little, if any, change since last week, 
but the month now drawing to a close will 
show a great improvement over the cor- 
responding month last year. The call for 
nearly all kinds of paper is very encourag- 
ing, and there is no reason why it should 
not keep up all winter. Prices have under- 
gone no apparent change, and there is no 
reason for expecting lower figures. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company has 
long had in view the matter of securing a 
fresh supply of water near the head of the 
Connecticut River, to be stored during the 
winter and spring and gradually turned in- 
to the river during the dry season. This 
has been quite a problem with the company 
and has never been satisfactorily solved. 
Not long ago a party, including the chief 
officers and engineers of the company, made 
a trip to Lake Memphremagog, in New 
Hampshire, to see if this sheet of water could 
be made to serve as a feeder to the river, but 
it was thought that the expense would be 
too great and the plan was abandoned. 
Now the company is again turning toward 
the north, and it is possible that the Con- 
necticut Lake, where the river has its rise, 
may be invoked. It is understood that this 
plan is more feasible than the other and 
that the lake may in the future be converted 
into a storage reservoir. The expense would 
be less and the surroundings are better 
suited to the purpose. If some such plan 
as this could be adopted and the water 
power increased so that the mills could use 
their water wheels all the year around it 
would mean more mills and greater pros- 
perity for the city. The company has a few 
mill sites for sale, but the purchasers must 
use day power only, and in case night power 
is needed steam must be employed. At the 
present writing and from now till spring 
there will be sufficient water running to 
waste over the dam to turn the wheels of a 
dozen or more additional mills and it seems 
a great pity that this surplus water cannot 
be stored till the time of need comes. 

H. E. McElwain was nominated by the 
Republicans the other evening as a candi 
date for mayor, and although this is a 
Democratic stronghold in city politics the 
party lines are dropped and young Mr. Mc- 
Elwain will make quite a push.

Dear Sirs—My latest information seems to indicate 
that the majority, if not all, of the railways will adopt 
the new uniform classification as it stands. I have this 
from two or three different railroad authorities ; it will 
not go into effect for many months—I am told Sep- 
tember next. I cannot find that there is to be a new 
committee appointed to revise the classifications ; if so, 
the unfair classification of our grades of paper (all 
printing other than news) will stand. We are classed 
second and fourth. News, such as used by the daily 
papers, is classed fourth and seventh, and under the 
suggested rates between the East and Chicago news 
in seventh class will be 30 cents, same as present. On 
the other hand, I am informed by the same parties 
(who probably are pretty well posted) that all or nearly 
all of the local roads in New England will conclude (in 
adopting this uniform classification) to rate paper in a 
special class, so that the rates between New England 
points and New York will not be advanced.

A leading man in one of the trunk lines assured me 
that book and other printing papers would no doubt 
be placed in a commodity classification on the trunk 
lines, so that when this change takes place our rates 
will not be higher. You have had similar assurances 
from some of your leading railroad men, and probably 
if we follow the thing up they will not forget to take 
such action, but at the same time it is important to get 
paper properly classified in this new uniform classifica- 
tion, if we can do so, for in many cases over many 
roads where they may not make a special classification 
for paper the rates will be much higher than at pres- 
ent, to our detriment, as it will add to the cost of paper 
to consumers. 

It is by no means news will be dis- 
tributed throughout the country under the new classi- 
fication as low as at present, for this reason: Take, for 
example, our own road. 
pers is in the fifth class, the carload rate being 10 cents 
trom Springfield to New York, the lowest rate between 
Springfield and New York being their sixth class, 9 
cents. The general freight agent said that in adopting 
eleven classes they did not propose to carry anything for 
less than 9 cents, the present rate of the sixth class. If 
this road did not make a special classification tor paper 
the new classification would affect news in this 
way, carload rate would be seventh class. The rate 
by this road on the eleventh class would be 9 cents, and 
you can estimate for yourselves that with the eleventh 
class at 9 cents, the seventh class could not very well be 
less than 18 cents, unless, indeed, they carried a number 
of classes at 9 cents, which would hardly be probable. 

The effect of putting book and other printing in 
fourth class, carloads, would surely advance the rates 
50 per cent. on roads that neglected to make a special 
classification for paper.

Then, if you take up the case of writing papers, the 
rates would be nearly, if not quite, double, Writing 
papers, over our road from Springfield to New York, 
are rated fifth class, carloads 10 cents. Under the new 
classification writing papers are first class; no provi- 
sion for carload lots at any lower rates. If this road 
that we refer to should make the eleventh class 9 cents 
(their present lowest rate), it does not seem possible 
that their first class would be less than 20 cents, prob- 
ably more. I am making these comparisons, taking 
for them the rates on our road, simply because it is the 
only road on which I am fully posted as to their pres- 
ent rating. You can follow out this kind of prob- 
lematical rating over the roads with which you are do- 
ing business yourself. 

It seems to me that paper makers should individu- 
aliy urge their own roads to make a special classifica-

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Improved Digester. |

An illustration is given of a new di- 
gester for digesting paper pulp and for dis 





integrating fibrous plants for the production 
or laying bare of their fibrous structure. 


The cut shows a vertical longitudinal sec 
tion of the digester A which has an outer 
shell, 2, having a bottom plate, a’, and cover, 
a2, which cover is removable by being bolted 
by swivel bolts a*, having tail nuts to the 
flange a* around the top edge of the casing 
a, over the aperture through which the ma- 
terial to be treated is charged into the 
inner chamber. The digester also has a 
perforated false shell, a5, secured in place 
by the rings a*-placed between the outer 
shell and the shell ¢° in such a manner as 
to form partitions separating the annular 
chamber a*, so formed from the interior 
chamber, while the rings a’ placed in 
substantially the position shown, further 
support the shell a° and form a division a, *, 
of the annular chamber a’. The annular 
chamber a® is connected by pipes, 4, with 
a supply pipe, B, which forms a conduit 
from a pump of suitable character to force 
into the inner chamber through the perfora- 
tions in the shell a* the liquid solvent, the 
pipes 6 being cut by valves, 4’, for the pur- 
pose of regulating the inflow of liquor, and 
hence the force of the circulation and the 
pressure on the material. The chamber a‘, 
also annular in form, has connection by 
discharge pipe a’® with a suitable reservoir 
for heating or storing the liquor, so that it

plate D through the perforations during the 
digesting or disintegrating operation, the 
central column C is perforated between the 
plates D and a’, which insures a continual 
pressure on the chamber d+ equal to that 
on the inner chamber. 

If desired or necessary for any purpose 
whatever, the perforations of afly part of 
the device may be restricted by the applica- 
tion of wire gauze on the necessary side of 
the perforated plate. 

The operation of this digester is as fol- 
lows: The cover a*, the nuts a® being re- 
leased, is raised from its normal position, 
thus opening the top of the digester. The 
material to be digested is then charged into |

may be used again or directly with the 
force pump and is cut by a valve, a". 

To prevent the material being treated 
from packing in the centre of the digester 
and to more thoroughly agitate it and mix 
it with the liquor a perforated pipe, C, con- 
necting with a supply pipe, C’, is provided, 
which enters at the bottom through the 
plate a’, and its upper end, which is stopped 
against outflow of liquor, is inserted in a 
depression, ¢, in the cover a2. In order to 
be easily removable the column is screwed 
into a plate, <, bolted to the plate a’, and 
the plate <@, which is also bolted to the 
plate a’, has screwed into it the pipe «, 
which interiorly connects through an open 
ing in the plate @ with the column ¢ and 





supplies liquor thereto, the flow being gov- 
erned by the valve <, cutting the pipe cs. 
In another form the column C enters 

through a packed gland in the cover a’, 
while lateral and downward motion is effec- 
tually prevented by a step supported by 
arms extending to the walls of the interior 
chamber. At suitable points, screwed into 
the circumference of the casing near its 
lower end, are outlet pipes, ¢d, cut by suit- 
able valves, @’, for the purpose of drawing 
off the pulp after it has been thoroughly 
treated or the process finished. In order 
that the discharge through these pipes ¢ of 
the material may be free, however hard 
it may be packed by its gravity, a false 
bottom, D, is placed within the inner 
chamber at the bottom of the shell a, 
which part D is secured to the casing 
and forms the upper wall of the cham- 
ber d‘, the bottom plate @’ being the other 
wall. The plate D is perforated, the gen- 
eral direction of the perforations being at 
right angles to the sides of the digester, or 
nearly so, and in the direction of the flow 
of material to the sides at the bottom in 
the construction shown in Figure 1, or to 
the centre in the other form. 

will, by its own gravity, settle to the bot 
tom, where it will be broken up and assisted 
to flow down and out by the liquor which is 
forced into the chamber ¢‘, formed by the 
plate D, through the pipe @* or equivalent 
conduit. In order to prevent the internal 
pressure from forcing material from the in- 
ner chamber into the chamber under the

circulation of the liquor will be thus con- 
tinued at the desired temperature, internal 
pressure and speed until the material shall 
be sufficiently digested, or, in the case of 
fibrous vegetable growths, disintegrated, 
after which the valves ¢@’ in the outlet 
pipes d would be opened, the circulation 
continued or not, as desired, the valves 
@ opened, causing a circulation of liquor 
through the openings in the plate D in a 
direction substantially the same as the 
outflowing material, which outflow will 
continue till the digester will be emptied of 
its solid contents, when all the valves will 
be closed and the operation, as described, 
repeated.

Manufacture of Parchmentized 
Fibre. 


Heretofore, in the manufacture of 
laminated forms of parchmentized fibrous 
material by passing the vegetable fibrous 
material through the chemical transform- 
ing bath in sheet form and subsequently roll- 
ing and impacting the sheets, it has been 
deemed impracticable to combine foreign 
matter with the paper sheet, it being con- 
sidered that the presence of foreign ma- 
terial so combined with the sheet would 
cause the impacted sheets or slab to blister. 
It has been found, however, that by per- 
mitting or causing a practical cessation of 
chemical action before the sheets are im- 
pacted there can be introduced into or com- 
bined with the sheet earthy, mineral or | 
metallic substances, gums, resins, &c., 
without risk of causing blistering of the | 
slab after the sheets have been compacted. 

The roll or cylinder on which the chemi- 
cally treated sheet is usually wound should 
be located so far from the transforming 
bath that chemical action shall have prac- 
tically ceased before the sheet reaches the 
winding roller; or the chemically treated 
sheet may be cooled by an air blast or 
otherwise in its passage from the trans- 
forming bath to the impacting rollers with 
substantially the same result. 

Preferably there is combined with the pa- 
per in the first instance some substance or 
mineral which will itself be changed in 
character by the action of the transforming 
bath, and will thus improve or modify the 
character of the parchmentized product. 
For instance, by incorporating barium 
chloride with the paper and using sulphuric 


acid asatransforming bath insoluble ba- 
rium sulphate, the effect of which is to ren- 
der the material waterproof, is obtained in 
the finished product.

What I want to know is whether 
there is any trouble in the strawboard com- 
bination. A brief paragraph in a Western 
paper suggests that there is a difference,

I observe that a carpet dealer in this 
city is advertising two ply ingrains at 15 
cents per yard. Accepting this price as the 
invoice value of a foreign carpet of the 
same grade the duty on such a carpet 
would be 20 cents. And yet, according to 
some people, the McKinley tariff causes an 
advance in prices. 


The price of sugar has been consider- 
ably advanced. The McKinley tariff puts 
sugar on the free list. Why is this thus? 


A machine tender wants to know 
why there should be a duty on carpets if 
my statement as to the low price of the 
goods and the duty is correct. 


Let me see. The McKinley tariff puts 
a duty on carpets, iron manufactures, and 
various other things, and we can buy such 
articles, home made, for the same figure as 
or for less than the duty on the imported 
goods. This tariff takes off the duty on 
sugar, and, presto, change! we pay more 
for our sugar. Funny, isn’t it ? 


A great fuss has been made about 
tinware, and it has been said that the price 
of tin goods has gone up because of the 
tariff. Well, there isn’t any higher duty 
on tinware than there was before the tariff 
went into effect. The old duty was 1 cent 
per pound and it is now 1 cent, and will 
stay at 1 cent until July 1, 1891. 


One of the effects of the McKinley 
tariff is to be seen in the preparations some 
mills are making to manufacture glazed 
copying paper. One mill is already pro- 
ducing it and others are following suit. 
Well, the more the merrier. 


The Western makers of heavy weight 
straw wrapping paper have launched their 
combination and have, as a first step, in- 
creased prices, making a scale of prices for 
all paper delivered in New York. 


That fixed scale is all right for the 
fellow who is near enough to New York to 
have a low freight rate, but how about the 
other man who is more remote and has to 
pay a higher railroad tariff?

Trade Talks. 





H. O. Bateman, representing the United Straw 
Pulp Manufacturing Company, Dresden, Ger- 
many—I think that THE Paper TRADE Jour- 
NAL should draw the attention of its readers 
to the extended use of straw pulp in this 
country. Of course we may regard the im- 
portations as somewhat experimental, but 
we find that they are meeting with great 
favor and they are increasing. We have 
regular monthly shipments amounting to 
about 200 tons. The pulp comes in small 
rolls. Only rye straw is used in making 
this fibre. Although the consumption of 
straw fibre in the United States and Canada 
has been limited in the manufacture of 
book and writing papers, it has been em- 
ployed for this branch of paper making 
very extensively and for many years by 
British mills. Our production has specia 
claims for it on account of its cheapness 
and the excellent results it gives. It has 
had a hard fight, I admit, to win indorse- 
ment. It was a difficult task to induce 
manufacturers to adopt this fibre, but after 
experiments with small quantities they in- 
creased their orders. I regard the outlook 
in this country for straw pulp as_ being al- 
most as favorable as in England, where it 
is largely consumed by the best mills, and 
the consumption here will eventually be 
larger than it is in Great Britain. This 
fibre works beautifully in combination with 
sulphite fibre and is the most uniform pulp 
in existence, 


George L. Pease—I do not care to be inter- 
viewed on the subject of mercantile agen- 
cies or upon any other topic at present ;

Our smallest machine 
weighs about 400 pounds, but some ma- 
chines for embossing on book covers weigh 
as high as 10tons. Yes, paper is responsible 
for the development of many industries and 
affords a wide field for scientific minds.

in trade as ‘scarlet liquor,’’? and which is 
so extensively used in the dyeing and calico 
printing industries. Scarlet liquor is a chlo 
ride of tin specially prepared in the liquid 
form and sold in carboys. Its action upon 


the pulp in the beater is much surer and 
quicker than ‘‘tin crystals,’’ and on this 
account is to be preferred. A small quan 
tity of tartaric acid is used along with it. 
With the aqueous extract of cochineal it 
is somewhat difficult to obtain uniform re 
sults, and for this reason it is better to em 
ploy the ammoniacal extract, which, in 
conjunction with alum and tartaric, acid is 
the best way of coloring paper pulp with 
this dye. The alum and tartaric acid neu 
tralize the ammoniacal cochineal and pre 
cipitate the carmine lake upon the pulp ina 
very uniform state. The pulp for this pur 
pose should be well washed and free from 
bleach liquor. The alum and tartaric acid 
are then added, and when thoroughly incor- 
porated with the fibre the ammoniacal coch- 
ineal is poured in in sufficient quantity to 


produce the depth of color required. Tin 


crystals slightly acidified with muriatic acid 
improves and brightens the color. 

When coloring with this dye the ‘sizing ”’ 
must be carried out with care. The pulp is 
usually colored before adding the size. The 
alum may then be added, and when thor- 
oughly mixed the resin size, which should 
be largely diluted with water, is gradually 
poured in. The reason of this is obvious. 


If the size be added in the strong and con.- | 


centrated state, the precipitated flakes of 


resin may surround portions of the colored | 
pulp, changing them to blue, which may 


not be affected by the acidity of the alum, 


even though this is in excess. For this | 


reason the pulp is kept distinctly acid with 
alum or the other mordants used, before 
running it into the stuff chest. 

Papers colored with cochineal are very 
easily bleached by chlorine or bleach liquor, 
and are very susceptible to change under the 
influence of alkalies and acids. When heated 
in lime water the crimson changes to violet. 
Dilute oil of vitriol transforms it into orange. 
Alcohol acidified with muriatic acid changes 
the color into a dirty yellow, while chloride 


of copper converts it into brown. By these | 
tests cochineal colors may be known.— |

Paper Makers’ Waste. 


According to the Revue Industriaile | 
some of the waste products resulting from 
the manufacture of paper furnish excellent 
material for cheap and efficient lagging for 
steam pipes. The waste products in ques- 
tion are chiefly those coming from the 
different cleaning and sorting machines, 
which, when dry, are to be mixed with 
potter's earth in the proportion of 4 to 1, 
enough water being afterward added to 


form a plastic compound. This is spread 
by hand over the surfaces to be protected 
in thin successive layers. When dry the 
coating is said to adhere firmly and is not 
easily broken. Its cost is practically no 
more than the cost of mixing and apply- 
ing it.

The answer is that all these differences 
are connected with the overheating of bear- 
ings with a creation of hot boxes. Oils of 


the same appearance, 


fluidity and general 
quantities do certainly differ in their ability 
to lubricate bearings which are overheated, 
or, rather, in their ability to reduce the 
frequency with which overheating occurs 
in a given bearing or set of bearings. A 
striking instance which has been brought 
to my attention is the case of some large 
engines which, having been using lard oil 
for the lubrication of their crank pins, with 
out trouble, changed tothe use of a mixed 
oil of unknown composition, but which was 
apparently identical in lubricating ability. 
After using the new oil for a few days ex- 
cessive overheating occurred, and the crank 
pins were badly mutilated.
